The subject Ls over-ripe. 
As in all rules, there are excep­ 
tions and fine points. 
The finest I 
point is to thump with the forefinger 
and thump hard. 
A half-hearted 
thump won’t do. 
Another connoisseur’s advantage 
is in knowing the kind of watermel­ 
ons. Some of them have tight rinds 
and won t give a ’ plunk" when they • 
are ready to eat.

IRK CONGRESS 


W ashington, August ll IA P)—U n­ 
certainty over farm -sugar control 
and 
wage-hour 
legislation 
threw 
Congress today into a pre-adjourn­ 
ment muddle. 
No adm inistration chieftain 
on 
Capitol 
Hill 
would 
predict 
w hat 
m ight happen to those three m eas­ 
ures. 
The house rules committee m et to 
discuss giving the wage-hour bill 
toe right of way on the floor. Some 
members insisted 
that opponents 
had enough strength in the com­ 
m ittee to block it unless they were 
assured a farm program would be 
enacted before January. 
M ajority Leader Rayburn said the 
wage-hour 
bill 
faced 
a 
"tight 
squeeze." but expressed confidence 
it would 
be brought before 
the 
House late this week. 
Complicating the situation was 
comment from President Jtoosevelt 
which some legislators interpreted 
to m ean a special session to act on 
farm legislation m ight be necessary. 
A sizable bloc of congressmen has 
been clamoring for crop loans, p ar­ 
ticularly on cotton, to strengthen 
prices. 
Mr. Roosevelt has said he 
would 
not 
authorize 
such 
loans 
without 
assurance 
th at 
Congress 
would pass a bill to control crop 
surpluses. 
W hen a reporter remarked Tues­ 
day th a t there would be no loans lf 
there was no control legislation by 
January, the Chief Executive re- j 
piled he guessed th a t was right. 
C hairm an Johnson (D-Okla.) of 
the House Democratic steering com­ 
m ittee said, however, it had been 
advised th a t if Congress adopted a 
resolution to give a farm bill prior­ 
ity at the start of the 1938 Congress, 
th e President would go ahead with 
loans. 
Resolutions are pending in 
both Senate and House.
